Uelmnr, and 
Dresden* Soma of these cables ran through the main Borlin radio station, 
the idinkhaua on the Hasurei^llee , where the transmissions are switched 
into various channels, bat a number of the cables run directly to the 
outlying transmitters and can be put to immediate use. It is not certain 
how many of the cables are ready for direct transmission, but it is defi- 
nitely known that the Grteau-KSnigsinisterhausen and Gr&mu-Beelitz lines, 
at least, have been successfully employed *

allee Funkhaus, complains that his installation is forced to subsist on 
makeshift apparatus \jhich. frequently breaks down in the middle of trans- 
missions* Few technicians at the Masurenallee are aware of the existence 
of the Ragattaotrasse setup*
